Walls  of  Building  Are 

Blown  Out  Instantly 

H OLLYWOOD,  Cal.,  Oct.  24.  1  a.m.  —  Between 
ten  and  twenty  persons,  known  to  have  been  in 
the  Consolidated  Film  Industry,  Incorporated, 
laboratory,  were  missing  early  today  after  the  buildings 
had  been  destroyed  by  fire  and  explosion. 

The  laboratory  was  operated  by  the  Eastman  Kodak 
Company  for  the  benefit  of  ail  mofion.  picture  produc- 
ing companies,  and  practically  every  company  in 
Hollywood  had  films  aggregating  several  million  feet 
stored,  or  m  the  process  of  development  in  the 
building. 

Police  said  the  fire  started  in  the  film  room,  causing 
an  almost  instantaneous  explosion.  The  walls  of  the 
building  were  blown  out,  and  the  remains  blazed  up 
quickly.  Of  the  persons  said  by  police  to  have  beea 
m  the  building  none  were  observed  to  emeree.  It  icf 
feared  all  are  dead.

III  business  Henry  Ford  ia  a  practical  man.  with 
no  Nrntlmcntal  nonsense  about  htm.  There  la  not 
even  a  shadow  of  aentlment  tn  Mr.  VwX'a  rela- 
tlona  with  his  hondceda  of  thoonnds  of  em- 
ployees. Ihe  people  who  handle  Mr.  Ford's  motor 
cars  know  that.  Yet  In  his  private  caparlty  Mr 
Ford  l3  Hii  extremely  sontlmcnlal  niitu  u  w  i.-.  his 
aentlmenUl  regard  for  Mr.  Tliomas  A.  Edtson 
which  moved  Mr.  Ffjrd  to  liiive  a  facsimile  of  the 
old  workshop  of  the  Inventor  of  the  electric  light 
erected  at  Dearborn  and  fitted  out  vlth  aU  the 
ortglnal  apparatoa  used  in  the  production  or  ihp 
flztt  Incandescent  lamp  and  to  hold  a  birthday 
cehbralion  therein. 

There  was  much  apcaking  and  .some  mualc  at 
the  unique  celebration.  The  5;>eechea  and  the 
music  were  broadcast  The  speeches  and  the 
music  were  intensely  sentbnentaL  The  President 
of  the  United  States  was  at  the  meeting  and 
made  a  flne  sentimental  speech,  although  Mr. 
Hoovpr,  like  Mr.  Ford.  Is  a  very  practical  man— 
probably  not  as  practical  a  politician  as  some  of 
hu  Senatorial  opponents.

did  not  speak  was  Mr.  Ford,  vtxo  appeared  to  be 
content  with  prorldlny  other  eminent  men  with 
opportunities  for  apeaktag.  Mr.  Edison  spoke 
with  what  appeared  to  be  the  tremulous  voice  of 
a  very  oM  man;  but  emotions  natural  to  the 
wcaslon  may  have  affected  the  speaker. 

Mr  Ford  and  Mr.  Edison  are  both  lovers  of 
music  and  of  dancing.  They  love  old  music  and 
old  dances.  Mr.  Ited  had  prtnrlded  an  orehestra 
for  the  birthday  celebration.  The  orchestra 
played  tunes  of  some  of  the  old  songs  and  the 
old  dnnrp.'s.  It  i.-;  to  the  credit  of  Mr  Ford  that 
the  orrf;c:itra  did  not  play  any  Jazz  tunes,  prob- 
ably because  one  jarrlnn  note  from  a  jaas  in-

The  ob- 
j'-ctinn  of  our  aforesaid  fusay  contemporary  to 
the  Judicial  Committee  of  the  Imperial' Privy 
CouncU  is  that  litUe  Canadian  UtiganU  will  per- 
sist ta  wurytag  cases  to  the  high  court,  and  that 
this  persistence  confirms  the  impression  that 
Canada  is  not  a  sovcrign  state  endowed  with 
absolute  Jurisdiction  over  her  own  affairs 
There  waa  a  time  when  Rt.  Hon.  William  Lyon 
Miickenale  King  waa  at  least  suqiMCted  of  enter- 
taining. If  not  actually  harboring,  views  stmUar 
to  hu  now  enthuslasUc  newspaper  supporter  on 
this  matter.  But  the  Premier  is  more  discreet 
than  hte  organ,  and  h&s  been  very  eareful  hi 
"keeping  his  thoughU  to  himself."
